tent to extirpe pe biterly the naturall boꝛne Subiects of the ſame, Fozaſmuch as the courſe of her Highnes go⸗ 
ucrnment hitherto hath declared the contrarie, and the people vniuerſally of that Realme, whether of the 
Blood of England oz of Ireland both being to her imperiall Crowne equally Subiects)haue beene alwapyes, 
and pꝛelently are had and actompted by her, as her Highnes right andnaturall Subiects, foz whoſe defence 
aſwell againſt foxreine powers, as foꝛ the bꝛideling oknew and domeſticall violences ſhe hath at no time ſpared 
her people and trealure, and therekoꝛe can not but thinke her ſelfe greatly wꝛonged by the autho2s and giuers 
out of this moſt falſe, launderous and malicious bzute : And yet conceiue that the greateſt part ofthoſe her 
people that haue beene dꝛawen into th iS wicked confederacie,haue beenecarried into theſamerather of igno⸗ 
rante and by ſubtile perlwaſions, of thoſe that haue beene the chtefe pꝛactiſers of this rebellion, then of ma- 
lice: hath thought good bythis pꝛeſent Pꝛoclamation, to make knowen to her moſt louing Subiects of that 
her Kealme of Ireland whom ſhe tendereth with like equall reſpects ol fauour, That notwithſtanding all foz- ⸗ 
- merdifobcdiences and actes of rebellion committed againſt her royal Maieſtie and Crowne, ſbe is pleaſed and 
contented to reſoꝛt to her wonted clemencie + gracious pardoning nature. And following herein the example. 
of Almightic God in his dayly mercie ſhewed to his childzen that doe repent and ſeeke foꝛ mercie, to olfer and ; 
giue(as by this her ſaid Pꝛo clamation ſhe doth offer and giue ) free pardon k grace to all perſons boꝛne within 
that her Realme of Jreland that haue in any ſoꝛt rebelled 02 ayded, fauoured, accoꝛded, releeued 02 adhered to 
any rebels within that Realme of Jreland, excepting onelyſuch ſpectall and pꝛincipall perſons,as by the Loꝛd 
Deputie of that her Realme ſhal by authoꝛitie of ſpeciall inſtruction. from her Maieſtie at the time of the publi⸗ 
cation of this pꝛeſent Nꝛoclamation, be by his publike e by ſpecial names reſerued foꝛ her Wie 
pleaſure further to be extended vpon them, 
And to the end the ſaydoffendours may eniop the benefiteof theſayd — her Highneſſe moſt ſtraight⸗ 
Iy commandeth all ſuch her Subiects, of what condition fo euer they be within that Realme ol Ireland, a8 
haue in ſoꝛt aboue ſayde ſo offended, with all expedition after the P2oclaiminghereof, to withdꝛawe them⸗ 
ſclues from the companie, aiding and aſſiſting,openly oz lecretely, directly oz indirectly, ol ſuch the ſayde pꝛinci⸗ 
pall perlons and Traytours, as ſhall be ſo by the ſayd Loꝛd Deputie, ſpecially and by name excepted, 

And like as her moſt excellent Maieſtie, doth by this pꝛelent Pꝛoclamation giue vnto her Subiects of 
that her Re alme ol / reland (ſuch only reſerued, as by the Loꝛde Deputie ſhall be excepted) her moſt gracious 
and free Pardon, who within ten dayes after the Pꝛoclamation hereof, ſhall foꝛſake the ſayde ſpeciall Tray⸗ 

tours ſo excepted, and who ſhall humbly ſubmit themlelues either to her Maieſties Deputie there, oz to ſuch 
other as in the ſeuerall Pꝛouinces ſhall haue the generall charge ofher Maieſties foꝛces within the ſayd Pꝛo⸗ 
uintes, and ſbal defire her Bighneſſemoſt gracious Pardon foz their offences, and ſhall put in their pledges foz
